This  is  the  second  edition  of  the  Manual.  It  will  he 
found  a  work  of  an  interesting  and  useful  character  for 
those  who  are  inquiring  into  the  peculiar  claims  and  cha¬ 
racteristics  of  the  p:pi8Copal  Church.  It  is  divided  into 
the  three  parts  of  Ihe  doctrines,  ministry  and  vorship  of 
the  Church.  In  the  two  latter  we  find  nothing  objectiona¬ 
ble.  The  views  which  arc  given,  arc  such  as  probably 
will  meeltlie  concurrence  of  Episcopalians  generally.  They 
arc  moderately  cxi*rcs8cd  and  clearly  displayed.  In  the 
f,r»t  part  of  the  work  we  also  approve  generally  of  the  doc¬ 
trines  which  arc  exhibited,  and  of  the  manner  of  their  cx- 
hiliition.  In  the  chapter  on  Human  Depravity  we  should 
have  been  l>etter  pleased,  had  the  author  spoken  of  the 
condemnation,  as  well  as  the  corruption,  which  has  come 
upon  man  as  a  consequence  of  the  fall.  That  he  is 
“  under  a  curse,”  lor  absolute  guilt,  seems  to  us  to  he  a 
fact,  even  more  important  than  that  he  has  become  corrupt¬ 
ed  within  himself.  'I’he  chapter  speaks  of  his  corruption 
with  some  distinctness  as  leading  to  sin,  but  does  not  re¬ 
fer  to  the  guilt  deserving  punishment  which  is  connected 
with  it,  although  our  Article  declares  that  “  in  every  per¬ 
son  horn  into  this  world  it  dcserveth  God’s  wrath  and 
damnation.”  We  consider  this  an  important  omisniuii, 
and  one  which  will  be  found  to  affect  the  w  hole  subsequent 
scheme  of  theology,  which  one  shall  raise  upon  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  human  depravity.  We  think  the  assertion  in  this 
chapter,  that  the  Church  “docs  not  presume  to  determine 
the  degree  of  corruption,”  at  least  unnecessary  ;  wo  should 
rather  say  injudicious.  We  have  always  supposed  “far 
gone  from,”  or  in  the  original,  “  quam  longissime,”  li¬ 
terally,  “  as  far  as  possible,”  to  be  a  declaration  of  the  to¬ 
tal  loss  of  “  original  righteousness.”  Wo  should  be  una¬ 
ble  to  suggest  language  upon  the  subject  which  should  be 
stronger.  Wo  think  our  Rev.  Brother  himself  has  express¬ 
ed  the  condition  of  man  in  language  far  stronger  and 
more  correct,  and  to  our  view,  a  little  inconsistent  with 
the  reservations  of  this  chapter,  in  the  next  one  on 
“  change  of  heart.”  “And  why  1  (i.  e.  be  converted.) 
Because  by  nature  we  are  horn  in  sin,  and  are  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  wrath,  and  are  opposed  to  every  thing  virtuous 
and  holy,  and  inclined  to  evil  continually.” 

The  chapter  on  Justification  does  not  come  up  to  our 
views  of  truth.  We  suppose  faith  to  be  the  mere  instru¬ 
ment  of  appropriating  to  the  soul  the  righteousness  of 
Christ,  in  which,  it  is  justified.  The  book  liefore  us  sup¬ 
poses  in  its  quotations,  that  faith  justifies,  as  it  is  the 
condition  upon  which  the  mercy  of  God  is  offered  to  us 
by  Christ  Jesus.”  These  two  views  have  been  so  much 
Aliscussed  in  our  columns,  and  lately  in  remarks  upon  the  re¬ 
view  of  Knox’s  Remains,  that  wo  do  not  dwell  upon  them 
now.  But  we  feel  bound  always  to  notice  what  we  think 
erroneous  in  so  important  a  point.  Wc  do  consider  any 
system  which  rejects  the  great  doctrine  of  the  Scriptures, 
and  of  the  reformation,  of  man's  justification  through  the 
imputation  of  a  righteousness  without  works,  to  be  funda¬ 
mentally  defective  ;  and  however  unconsciously  to  its  sup¬ 
porters,  to  be  necessarily  tending  to  human  dependance 
and  confidence  in  personal  works.  Wc  make  this  re¬ 
mark  as  an  abstract  one.  The  present  book  suggests  it, 
in  our  involuntary  regret,  that  our  respected  brother  had 
not  spoken  more  accurately  in  his  statements  upon  this 
subject.

That  was  a  spirit  of  self-denial  for  the  good  of  others,  and 
no  doubt  the  spirit  of  the  gospel,  and  those  engaged  in 
such  acts,  without  question  received  their  reward  in  the 
consciousness  of  imitating  Him  who,  when  on  earth, 
went  about  doing  good.  How  far  this  spirit  now  obtains 
among  the  communicants  of  the  city  churches  I  nm  not 
able  to  say,  but  I  am  able  to  say,  that  if  there  are  any 
who  possess  this  spirit — a  missionary  spirit — and  are  wil¬ 
ling  to  net  it  out,  we  ran  find  many  objects  on  whom  to 
l>e8tow  their  energies  and  zeal  in  Kensington  ;  and  at  the 
same  time  will  not  be  deprived  of  the  services  of  the  sanc¬ 
tuary.

The  subjects  thus  briefly  touched  upon  will  he  consi¬ 
dered  more  fully  hereafter.  It  is  the  design  of  the  writer 
to  set  forth,  in  as  clear  and  concise  a  manner  as  posxihle, 
the  claims  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these 
I’nitcd  States,  to  a  sound  and  scriptural  creed,  a  diiu/ie- 
la  constituted  ministry,  and  a  pure  and  primitive,  a  ra¬ 
tional  and  edifying  manner  of  worship.  The  inquiry, 
by  the  help  of  divine  grace,  shall  l*r  conducted  with  mild¬ 
ness  and  candor,  and  so  as  not  to  “  wound”  the  weakest 
conscience.  Towards  Christian  ministers  of  other  deno¬ 
minations  Ihe  author  desires  to  entertain  none  hut  the 
kindliest  feelings.  However  much  he  may  difl’er  from  them 
in  many  points,  however  much  he  may  think  they  err  in 
their  doctrine.s,  in  their  views  of  the  ministry,  and  in  their 
modes  of  worship,  to  their  sincerity,  and  zeal,  and  piety, 
he  freely  bears  testimony  ;  he  can  even  number  among 

them  ^me  of  his  dearest  personal  friends,  .inJ  the  great ,  canonical  residence 

{Searcher  of  hearts  knows,  as  resjiects  strength  of  faith,  ’ 
purity  of  heart  and  life,  and  entire  devotion  to  God's  will 
and  service,  how  earnestly  he  desires  to  be  altogether 
such  as  they  are.  He  cun  cordially  extend  the  hand  of 
frieinlship  to  every  brother  who  lox'es  our  Lard  Jesus 
Christ  in  sincerity;  and  to  all  such  he  can  truly  say, 
grace  be  with  you,  and  peace.

to  build  churches,  each  capable  of  holding  from  1000  to 
1200,  at  a  cost  of  almut  3500/.  Experience,  however, 
has  proved  the  impossibility  of  their  adhering  strictly  to 
this  rule.  The  tenders  which  have  been  sent  in  upon  the 
plans  proposed  have  almost  all  exceeded  4000/.;  and  the 
committee  now  fear  that  they  cannot  place  the  average 
cost  of  each  church  at  a  le.ss  sum  than  4500/. 

The  committee  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  that 
they  have  now  contracted  for  the  building  of  three  churches, 
one  near  Arbour-square,  Commercial-road,  one  at  Mile 
End,  and  one  in  Kadcliffe  :  all  in  the  jiarish  of  Stepney. 
The  building  of  these  rhurclm  !a  m/w  commriict'u,  fu 
upon  the  point  of  commeiieing,  and  it  is  hoped  the  season 
is  not  so  far  advancer!  as  to  prevent  the  ex[>ectation  of 
their  being  roofed  in  before  the  winter.  Instructions  have 
l>cen  given  to  architects  to  prepare  plans  for  two  other 
churches,  one  in  Buiihillrow,  «t.  Luke’s;  and  one  in  St. 
Margaret’s,  Westminster. 

These  works  are  undertaken  directly  by  the  committee. 
But  in  addition  to  these,  they  have  pledged  the  fund  to 
assist  in  building  ten  other  churches,  or  chapels-of-ease, 
where  part  of  the  expense  is  to  be  defrayed  by  local  sub¬ 
scriptions — viz.,  I  in  the  parish  of  St.  Bride’s,  Fleet- 
street;  3  in  Lambeth;  2  in  Rotherhithc  ;  1  in  Chcl.sea, 
and  3  in  Islington  ;  making  in  all  15  churches  to  be  built, 
either  wholly  or  in  part,  by  means  of  this  fund.  The 
sittings  in  these  churclies  may  be  estimated  at  upwards 
of  17,0(10,  of  whicli  about  one-half  will  ho  free,  or  let  at 
low  rents. — lb.
